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1, In February 1951, source, who was born in 1931, received a eard instructing 
him to report on 15 March at an appointed place for enlistment. The card 
also instructed him to bring along certain personal documents end advised 
hin to arrive "sober, washed, and in clean clothes." Anyone reporting drunk 
would be penalized. The card bore the atamp of the County Military Command,

2, The 1929 class was called first to anpaar before the commission. The 
entire clase was enlisted, with the exteption of one monber, whose one leg 
was $ em, shorter than tho other. All of the 1930 class was enlisted, 
with the exception of thoge physically handicapped. For oxample, Milan 
Malina, born 1930 at Vejprnice near Pilsen, is a photographer and was employed 
in the Skoda ‘orks, Pilsen. He had been 411, and had just spent half a year 
in the hospital neior to reporting for onlistment, but in spite of this, he 
was recruited, aml was told to report on 1 October 1951. However, on 10 tay 
1951 he received a card “inviting” him to enter the service on 15 (ay 1951. 
He was subsoquently assigned to an engincer unit in Decin (51/756) . 


3, Reeruits from the 1931 class were selected more carefully. Only 12 men 
out of 25 were taken, The commission also paid closer attention to the 
occupations of the enlistess and showed particular interest in auto mechanics, 
plumbers, vuileanizers, mechanics, otc. 


4. All of the men reported to the commission In groups of 12, First, 
measurenontsa for boots were taken, then weight and heigat were recorded » 
Thera followed a madical exxmination by an army doctor and two assistants. 
The examination was performadl in the following way: The doctor listened 
to the heart, examined both feot and then asked: "Do you want to be & 
soldier?" fost of the enlistess answered in tio negative, but they vere 
enlisted anyway. The now recruits proceeded to another room whore thoy 
heard a lecture by the political officer, and then each menber had to 
appear before the Cadre Commission. 


5, The source said that publications have appeared in Pilson ordering mon of 


the 1931 class who have not yet enlisted to appear at the County Military 
‘Conmand in Pilsen within 14 daya. A similar order was published for the 
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1932 class. «After the enlistrents vere completod in the spring of 1951 
the enlistees Vere told thet sone of then ould ba called to service in "the 
sor ing and still others in intervels up to 1 Ocioboy 1951. Froa 1 Avril
